This mixture of dust, slops, ref- 
use and worse, is all that is 
free. One sees people bathing in 
the “‘jubes,’’ washing babies or 
dishes in them, dogs drinking 
from them. , . and remembers 
the sho¢king death rate. Pure 
water is for sale, brought - to 
the door by carts. 


There were belly dancers, 
opium dens, vodka saloons, and 
the poverty of the East which 
cannot be described, but must 
be seen and smelled and felt— 
since the smell of it sometimes 
hits one in. the face like a blow.

And there is also Cameltown 
—on the edge of the city. Camels 
recently were barred from the 
main streets. So the caravans 
of camels come into Camel- 
town—with huge baskets of mas- 
todonic dried carp from the Cas- 
pian; sheep and goat hides with 
a great, reeking smell; fruit, 
jars of wine, textiles and other 
items for the bazaar.

State Votes 
91 Pet. for 
Lint Curbs 


ATHENS, Dec. 14 (#—Ninety- 
one per cent of Georgia cotton 
farmers voting Tuesday in a cot- 
ton referendum favored federally 
restricted planting quotas for 
1955. 

John F. Bradley, chairman of 
the Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, said 28,- 
611 votes were cast in the refer- 
endum. Votes for the quotas to- 
taled 26,037 with 2,574 against 
ederally restricted planting quotas. 
Bradley estimated that 100,000 to 
125,000 farmers were eligible to 
vote. 

Meanwhile, preliminary returns 
from 17 of the 20 states voting 
showed 335,488 votes for quotas 
and 30,003 against—a favorable 
margin of 91.7 per cent. 

DROP IN YIELD 

Approval of the quota program 

nationally would mean that for 


the first time in 60 years Geor- 
gians will plant less than one mil- 
lion acres of cotton. It also de- 
cides government support per- 
centages. for the year. 


Only four Georgia counties 
voted against cotton quotas. 
Twenty-three counties favored the 
restrictions 100 per cent. 


The four counties voting against 
quotas were Cherokee, 55 per cent 
against; White, .37 per cent 
against; Haralson, 35 per cent 
against, and Effingham, 34 per 
cent against. 


FAVORABLE COUNTIES 


Among those counties voting 
heavily in favor of quotas were 
Crawford with 799 in favor and 
55 against; Worth with 579 for 
and 101 against; Walton with 566 
for and 21 against; Burke, 518 and 
6; Lyons, 430 and 45; Screven, 
400 and 15, and Emanuel, 406 
and 37. 


If the program is approved na- 
tionally federal price supports will 
be 82% to 90 per cent of parity. 
If it is defeated parity will be 
50 per cent. 

A two-thirds vote in favor of

President Eisenhower is on sound, if 
unhappy, ground in requesting postpone- 
ment of the scheduled April 1 reduction 
in corporation and excise taxes. 

We'd all like to have them eliminated. 

But, our nation exists, administra- 
tively, by taxes. The price of one after- 
burner on a modern jet, for example, 
is greater than the entire engine of the 
aircraft we were building at the outset 
of the recent war. The tremendous cost of 
the precision, electronic instruments for 
the new aircraft, guided missiles, radar 
installations, automatic firepower svs- 
tems, radar gun controls, and all the 
many mechanisms not even in existence 
at the close of the second world war, is 
staggering. 

Atomic and hydrogen weapons, plants 
and experiments, also are vastly expen- 
sive. We already know the best jets theo- 
retically are obsolete. Nuclear power for 
higher altitudes and longer ranges—the 
jets are still unable to remain long aloft 
—is necessary for the immediate future. 
The warships, the equipping and train- 
ing of our foot soldiers—all this has a 
big “mark-up.” 

The plain truth is the Chinese and 
Russians will determine the matter of 
taxes, 

So, we must grin and bear it. 

It would be a lot easier to bear if the 
President had not been so full of promises 
two years ago when campaigning. He told 
us then only the Democrats failed to bal- 
ance budgets and reduce taxes. 

The least he could do is apologize. 
The Republicans are even further out of 
budget balance. He won't, of course, al- 
though he should. But, even if he doesn't, 
he is right about the taxes. They should 
be retained—not removed.

State School Board 


Asks ‘Minimunv’ Funds 


The State Board of Education. Monday 
voted to request a $13,000,000 increase in 
legislative appropriations to finance the 
Minimum Foundation Program for Edu- 
cation next year. 

The request follows a similar one from 
the Board of Regents of the University 
System asking that its appropriations be 
doubled. 

The. State Board, let it be noted, is 
not asking for funds to attain the “ade- 
quate education” goal but merely to 
carry out the Minimum Foundation pro- 
gram for next year in the face of grow- 
ing enrollments. Recently Dr. M. D. Col- 
lins’ office revealed that the number of 
new students this year had more than 
doubled the expectations. 

The Board of Education also asks that 
restrictions on local funds to support the 
Minimum Foundation program be lifted. 
Certainly all communities should be en- 
couraged to participate to the fullest in 
meeting their own needs. 

Reasons for the school crisis, of course, 
are well known. The influx of new pri- 
mary students that began a few years ago 
is now progressing into the upper 
grades. While there are signs that there 
will be a leveling off in the primary 
grades for the next few years, the in- 
crease is now filling the classrooms of 
high schools to overflowing. These young- 
sters are beginning to be graduated into 
the colleges and by 1960 the number de- 
manding entrance in schools of higher 
education will also become a flood. 

Georgia’s growing economy needs this 
young talent—trained to work = and 
versed in the duties of citizenghip. 

Meanwhile, the Bureau of the Census 
reports that there has been an increase 
of only 2 per cent in the number of chil- 
dren between the ages of one and five in 
Georgia since 1950. This promises some 
relief, at least temporarily, in the total 
demand for space, teachers and facilities 
in. the primary grades. 

*Even so, the school problem will not 
wait on the vital statistics for solution. It 
is*with us now. And the state can afford 
to take care of its young people’s educa- 
tien needs.

Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia, 
armed with the “proxy” of the state's 
senior senator, Walter F. George, has an- 
nounced he will oppose any economic 
“dollar” aid for Asia—or anywhere else— 
if that is what President Eisenhower has 
in mind as he seeks to develop a foreign 
policy for the next two years.

When Marshal Tito broke with Mos- 
cow and turned the face of his Commu- 
nist country toward the capitalist West, 
the West was elated. 

The move looked like the first break 
in the Iron Curtain. If Tito showed he 
could go it alone, perhaps other satellites 
of the Russians would follow. Tito still 
stands, but so far no other lands subju- 
gated by the Russians since the war have 
shown any signs of following him out of 
the fraternity of the Reds.

A Cure for Investigationitis 
Is an 84th Congress Must 


One of the first problems of the 84th Congress will be the liqui- 
dation of unnecessary investigations and the establishment of rules 
to hold future investigations in check. The Democrats have been 
very critical of the investigationitis that has afflicted the Republicans 
during the last two years. They have had good reason to be. Now 


they can do something about it, 


and that something should amount 


to more than substitution of irresponsible Democratic probes for 


irresponsible Republican probes. 

Many of the Republicans’ in- 
vestigation troubles stem from the 
fact that they adopted no central 
policy but left investigations to the 
initiative of self-serving _ politi- 
cians, some of whom abused their 
powers, embarrassed the Admin- 
istration, and brought the whole 
investigation process into disre- 
pute, 

The absence of a policy may be 
readily seen in the overlapping 
worl of the McCarth:,, Jenner and 
Velde Committees in the field of 
subversive activities. The confu- 
sion resulting from this duplication 
is doubtless one reason for Rep. 
Walter’s suggestion that the Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, 
of which he ‘is the prospective 
chairman, be abolished. 


A better solution, in our opinion, 
is that offered by Sen. McClellan, 
who will succeed Sen. McCarthy 
as head of the Government Oper- 
ations Committee, for a _ joint 
Senate-House Committee _ that 
would have exclusive jurisdiction 
to investigate subversive activities. 

To our way of thinking, no major 
investigation should be undertaken 
by a congressional committee un- 
less it has a go-ahead signal from 
the leadership of the House or Sen- 
ate or is specifically approved by 
one of those bodies.. And such ap- 
proval shoyig be given only when 

. 


it can be shown that the proposed 
inquiry will serve the national in- 
terest as distinguished from the 
whims of some fanatic or the 
partisan advantage of its sponsor. 

When investigations are author- 
ized, they should be conducted un- 
der rules of. fair play that will 
protect the rights of all persons 
called to testify. This can be as- 
sured only by House and Senate 
adoption of codes of fair proce- 
dure, with adequate means of en- 
forcement, and by the selection of 
committee chairmen who know the 
difference between fac t-finding 
and smearing. The hiring of fair- 
minded investigators, with no axes 
to grind, is also important. 

No doubt the Democratic Con- 
gress will want to investigate some 
aspects of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. At his press conference 
the other day the President wel- 
comed such inquiries and _ said 
there was nothing in the record of 
‘the last two years that will not 
bear scrutiny. 

If such investigations should be 
undertaken with anything compar- 
able to the McCarthy technique, 
however, they could halt the order- 
ly processes of government. The

WASHINGTON—We are living now through 
perhaps the most crucial test of the United Na- 
tions in its nearly 10 years of existence.

that the bishop’s office is “‘to be’

a chief pastor in the Church; to 
confer Holly Orders; and to ad 
minister confirmation.’’ 


A priest’s office is “to minister , 


to the people committed to his 
care; to preach the Word of God; 
to baptize; to celebrate the Holy 
Communion; and to pronounce ab- 
solution and blessing in God's 
name.”’ 

The deacon assists the priest in 
divine service and other ministra- 
tions; he is a minister in the real 
sense of the word, but without 
such “‘higher’’ privileges as priest 
and bishop. 

The priest is the ‘ministerial 
representative” for Christ in his 
church; he also represents the 
priesthood of the laity, which is 
shared by all who are baptized. 

An Episcopal minister is never 
called a ‘‘preacher,”’ since that is 
only one aspect of his office; he 
is also celebrant of the Holy Com- 
munion — absolver, teacher, shep- 
herd of his flock. 

The ministers of the Episcopal 
Church may marry or not marry 
as they see fit, “as they shall 
judge the same to serve better to 
godliness.”’ 

Are there monks and nuns in the 
Episcopal Church? 

Yes. There are many orders of 
Episcopal monks and nuns, both 
in the United States and elsewhere. 

Some are purely ‘‘contempla- 
tive’’—that is, engaged in prayer; 
others are ‘‘mixed’’—that is, en- 
gaged both in prayer and in teach- 
ing, writing, preaching. 

These men and women take the 
vows of poverty, chastity and obe- 
dience. They do not marry. They 
live in communities established for 
the purpose of sharing a common 
life of work and prayer. 


MISLEADING TERMS 


What is meant by “‘high,”’ “‘low”’ 
and ‘“‘broad’’ Church? 

These words are used to describe 
parishes, but they are misleading. 

A “high” parish is one which 
emphasizes sacramental worship, 
the supréme value of the ‘‘Catholic 
tradition,’’ and a rather elaborate 
service of worship. 

A “low” parish is one in which 
the services are simpler and a 
stronger emphasis is placed on the 
gospel and on personal religion. 

In a “‘broad”’ parish, which may 
be either “‘high’’ or “‘low,’’ the im- 
portance of a rational understand- 
ing of the Christian tradition is 
stressed, with a concern for 
“liberal values.” 

But all these emphases meet in 
the proclamation of the gospel, 
sacramental worship and the rea- 
sonable presentation of Christian- 
ity. Episcopalians appeal to scrip- 
tures, traditional and personal ex- 
perience, as well as reason, for 
vindication of the truth of the 
Christian faith. Differences in em- 
phasis are welcomed in the Episco- 
pal Church, as long as the central 
affirmations are maintained. 

Does the Episcopal Church per- 
mit divorce?

No Trade 
Seen for 11 
Air Captives 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 14 (#—Top 
American officials were reported 
convinced today Red China will 
free 11 imprisoned U.S. airmen 
without any deal involving a trade 
of 35 Chinese students detained in 
the United States. 

However, serious consideration 
has been given to granting exit 
permits to the Chinese students so 
as to cut the ground out from under 
any Communist accusation that 
America is holding them as hos- 
tages. 


SUPPORT U.S. 


Representatives of Canada, 
Britain and other allied countries 
supporting the U.S. effort to win 
release of the airmen by marshal- 
ling world moral pressure against 
Red China, it was understood, have 
urged such a course. 

A State Department spokesman, 
Lincoln Whfte, told newsmen to- 
day: ‘“‘No deal is involved.’’ He 
said there was no comparing the 
airmen, uniformed and imprisoned, 
to the students, who are civilians 
and at liberty. White told newsmen 
he wanted to make that ‘‘abundant- 
ly clear.” 

His comments came in response 
to questions prompted by a Peiping 
broadcast last night indicating Red 
China might be interested in a 
swap. The broadcast accused the 
United States of ‘‘a flagrant viola- 
tion of international law’’ — the 
same charge leveled against Red 
China for imprisoning the Ameri- 
cans. 


COUNTERATTACK 


This appeared to diplomats at 
the United Nations and in Washing- 
ton to be a counterattack by Pei- 
ping against the moral pressure 
being brought to bear by the 
United States and its Allies. 

Moving to meet such a counter- 
thrust,. American | officials were 
said to have listened readily to 
their Allies’ counsel that the moral 
cage was strong enough without 
trying to strike a bargain involving 
the Chinese students. The U.S. con- 
tention has been that Red China, in 
jailing the uniformed fliers during 
the Korean War and holding them 
thereafter, violated the Korea pris- 
oner agreement as well as inter- 
national law and rules of inter- 
national conduct.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
American Locomotive Co. has 
been selected to design and build 
a 2,000-kilowatt nuclear power 
plant at Ft. Belvoir, Va., at a 
lump-sum price of $2,096,753. 

The award was announced to- 
day by Rear Adm. Lewis L. 
Strauss, chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. The AEC 
and the Army will share the cist 
of the project ‘‘on an approxi- 
mately equal basis,”” Strauss 
said. 

American Locomotive’s bid was 
the lowest of the 18 submitted, 
which ranged as high as $6,- 
900,000. 

Strauss said the award was the 
first of its kind to be let on a 
fixed-price basis and as such 
‘‘an important step in the de- 
velopment of power reactor tech- 
nology.”’ Most AEC contracts up 
to. now have been awarded by 
negotiation rather than com- 
petitive bidding, on a cost-plus- 
fixed-fee basis. 

The project, known as the Army 
Package Power Reactor, is to be 
erected at the Army Engineers 
Training Center in Ft. Belvoir. 

Maj. Gen. Samuel D, Sturgis, 
Army chief of engineers, said re- 
cently that the objective was to 
develop a power reactor for use 
at remote military bases, where 
the cost of shipping in bulky 
conventional fuels, sometimes by 
air, was extremely high. 

The experimental plant itself 
is to be designed in such a way 
that none of its components will 
be too large to carry in an air- 
plane.

The $25,000 grand prize went 
to Mrs. Bernard A. Koteen, 
Washington, D.C., for her 
‘“‘Open Sesame Pie”’ recipe fea- 
turing a date filling in a nutty- 
flavored sesame seed crust. 


OPEN SESAME PIE 
Here is her winning recipe: 
Pie shell: 

2 to 4 tablespoons sesame 

seeds 

1 cup sifted flour 
1g teaspoon salt 

43 cup shortening 

3 to 4 tablespoons cold water 

1. Toast sesame seeds in 9- 
inch pie pan at 325 degrees F. 
for 8 to 10 minutes until light 
golden brown. Remove seeds, 
then turn oven io 456 degrees F. 
2. Sift together flour and salt 
into mixing bowl. Add the 
toasted sesame seeds. 3. Cut 
in shortening until pafticles are 
the size of small peas. 4. 
Sprinkle water over mixture, a 
little at a time, while tossing 
and stirring lightly with fork. 
Add water to driest particles, 
pushing lumps to side, until 
dough is just ‘moist enough to 
hold together. 5. Form into a 
ball, Flatten to about % inch 
thickness. Smooth dough at 
edges. Roll out on _ floured 
pastry cloth, or board, to a 
circle 1% inches larger than in- 
verted 9-inch pie pan. 

6. Fit loosely into pije pan. 
Gently pat out air pockets. 
Fold edge to form a standing 
rim; flute. Then pick generously 
with fork. 7. Bake at 450 de- 
grees F. for 10 to 12 minutes 
until golden brown. Cool.

Then 
I thought of the little black dog lying there dead in the street 
and I called the sanitary department.’’ 


The spectacle of the little white dog grieving and keeping 
watch over its mate stayed with Mrs. Braun all night and Tues- 
day morning she went back to see if the black dog’s body had 
been moved. 


“It was still there,’’ Mrs. Braun said, ‘‘and the white dog, 
a little spitz, was curled up alseep on the body of the other one, 
as if she were trying to keep him warm. She had been there all 
Monday, all night in the rain.”’ 


That time Mrs. Braun was able to catch the tired, bedraggled | 
little dog and she took her along and sought out her owner, a 


Negro man who lives on Atlantic avenue. 


The body of the dead one has been moved and the owner | 


said he would keep the little white dog in and give her such com- 
fort and love as a dumb human being can offer at such time. 

All has been done that can be done. The little dog with the 
bright brown eyes of a spitz bas exhibited devotion and fidelity 
worthy of human understanding and help. 


Even shelter and food and a pat on the head for the living 
are not much in the face of such grief. That's why Mrs. Braun's 
job is sad sometimes.

Eleven year-old Sandra Freeman 
will unveil the memorial containing 
284 names in ceremonies starting 
at 3 p.m. in the main lobby of the 
courthouse. The plaqué is to re- 
place a temporary memorial now 
located on the Court Sguare lawn. 

‘The girl’s father, 2nd Lt. James 
L. Freeman, was killed in a raid 
from Saipan in January, 1945, Al- 
though he was a DeKalb resident 
at the time of his death, his name 
will not be on the plaque because 
he was inducted through a Fulton 
County draft board. 

Sandra’s mother is Mrs. Vir- 
ginia Freeman, director of the De- 
Kalb County Chapter, American 
Red Cross. 

Dr. James McDill of Columbia 
Theological Seminary will make 
the dedicatory address, with Coun- 
ty Comissioner Scott 


serving as master of ceremonies. 

Members of DéKalb veterans’ 
organizations will mass in uniform 
for the ceremony and Boy Scouts 
will serve as ushers. 

“The list of names on the plaque 
will include 267 DeKalb Countians 
who died during World War II and 
17 who were killed during the 
Korean conflict. 

They include 141 killed in action. 
‘The _others died of wounds, in 
training accidents, from natural
